1 1 . (Currently Amended) An orthopedic aid, comprising: 

2 two parts of an orthopedic joint which are movable relative to one 

3 another; 

4 a walking aid, having a handgrip structure having a grip surface that is 

5 readily gripped by a person, and a ground contact surface, constructed and 

6 arranged such that the person can grip the grip surface and, while 

7 maintaining the grip, place the ground contact surface in contact with the 

8 ground, that is separate from said orthopedic joint; 

9 an actuating unit integrated into said walking aid, for sending an 

10 actuating signal by wireless transmission; 

11 a locking device , movable between a lock position and an unlock 

12 position, wherein in said lock position it engages said orthopedic joint so as to 

13 lock for l ocking the two parts in a predetermined relative position and in said 

14 unlock position it permits for unlocking th e two parts in ord e r to p e rmit 

15 movement of the two parts with respect to one another; and 

16 a control unit constructed and arranged to receive said actuating signal

18 locking device to at least one of said lock position and unlock positionf -aft4

1 3. (Currently Amended) The orthopedic aid of as claimed in claim 1 , wherein 

2 the actuating unit is arranged and mounted accommodat e d in a said handgrip 

3 structure of the walking aid. 
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1 4. (Currently Amended) The orthopedic aid of as claim e d in claim 3, further 

2 comprising an actuating button arranged on or proximal to said a fr e e e nd 

3 face of th e handgrip surface . 

1 5. (Currently Amended) The orthopedic aid of as c l a i med i n claim 1, wherein 

2 the actuating unit includes a manually selectably activated manual 

3 transmitter. 

1 6. (Currently Amended) The orthopedic aid of as c l a i m e d i n claim 1, wherein 

2 the control module is constructed and arranged to detect completion of a 

3 movement of said locking device from said unlock position to said lock 

4 position and, in response to said detecting, to transmit capab le of transm i tt i ng 

5 on e or mor e of an acknowledgment signal or a warning signal t o the actuating 

6 unit. 

1 7. (Currently Amended) The orthopedic aid of as c l a i m e d i n claim 6, wherein 

2 the actuating unit includes one or more of 

3 a visual display, 

4 an acoustic signal arrangement, and 

5 a vibrator, 

6 wherein one or more of said visual display, acoustic signal arrangement, or 

7 said vibrator is activated that i s controlled by said aft acknowledgment signal 

8 or warn i ng signa l transmitted by said control module. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) The orthopedic aid of as c l a i m e d i n claim 7, wherein 

2 the vibrator is arranged and mounted in a said handgrip structure of the 

3 walking aid. 

1 9. (New) The orthopedic aid of 1, wherein the control module is constructed 

2 and arranged to detect completion of a movement of said locking device from 

3 said lock position to said unlock position and, in response to said detecting, to 

4 transmit a warning signal to the actuating unit. 
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1 10. (New) The orthopedic aid of claim 9, wherein the actuating unit includes 

2 one or more of 

3 a visual display, 

4 an acoustic signal arrangement, and 

5 a vibrator, 

6 wherein one or more of said visual display, acoustic signal arrangement, or 

7 said vibrator is activated by said warning signal transmitted by said control 

8 module. 

1 11. (New) The orthopedic aid of claim 10, wherein the vibrator is arranged 

2 and mounted in said handgrip structure of the walking aid. 
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
